travagance and exorbitant toation. It may be admitted the miti- 
gating condition will be that it will furnish cities with 
sufficient 


operating funds, whereas otherwise many of them would he cast into 
'practical bankruptcy, arid yet nothing specifically beneficial mil be 
aeeomplished. The trouble with most.cities nowadays is not that 
they did'not have ah entire sufficient of revenues, but that ttey 
spent too much. Giving them greater resources in the immediate 
present will have but one effect, the postponement of the day of 


" reckoning. -In time, of a truth at once, they will be at Jhe same old 


practice, spending more than they take in. -Why,' we had just that 
experience with the one percent law. It was argued a reasonable 
limitation would bring out more, property for taxation and public 
revennes.wonld be increased.

Rev. Bennett >hus .made many 
changes in Sistersville. He has 
caused to be banislied evils that 
held the town in'its grasp before 
he arrived. He has brought peo- 
ple into his church who were the 
'cast offs" from society. 


Rev. Bennett was.brought here 


by the members of the Organized 
Bible Class of Portsmouth. John 
McMillan, president of the local 
organization, 
presided, as chair- 


man of the meeting. C. M. How- 
land presided at the piano while 
Prof. John L. Weaver led in the 
song service. E. P. Rideout, Y. M. 
C. A. secretary, led in prayer. \V. 
"W. Gates, one of the local men

introduced the 


speaker. At the close of the .serv- 
ice the Aeolian Quartet'composed 
of Pred Lorey, Adam Burkel, AV.

Here Rev. Bennett drew anoth- 


er imaginary picture of his sub- 
ject. A ladder 
of seven rung 


rests on .the ground .and at the 
gates of heaven; A poorly clad 
man starts to climb. On the mid- 
dle rung he falters but suddenly 
receives fresh encouragement from 
icaven and then goes steadily on 
to his Godly home. Eev. Bennett 
said: "He is hungry and thirsty 
for God. No robe is so beautiful 
as the robe of righteousness. 


"Jesus is not the light of the 


_?orld. You are. Nine-tenths of 
;he bible was addressed to Chris-' 
;ians, the other'tenth to the world, 
phrist is the'light of the church. 
You are-the light of the world and 
t is your Christian duty to keep 
;lio light -burning. Jesus is not 
the savior of the world. We are 
the salt of the earth, the saviours 


!orators in the U. S.," said Rev. 
Bennett. 
" 'Some of the things we ought 


to know, teach and practice,' the 
words of Brother Rideout are the 
things on which my talk tonight 
is based on," said Rev. Bennett. 


"I am proud to be an American 


.citizen. I ara glad to be under the 


I American flag. I am gladder than 
ever because 1 stand, under the 
.cross of Jesus." 


Rev. Bennett built his sermon 


on the illustration of a sinful man 
; lying prone on the ground in the 
i clutch of a demon, how all of a 
sudden he sees the heavenly light, 
rises, fights off the demon, battles 
against his enemy, falls,-takes on 
'news life, rises again, takes on ad- 
ditional courage and wins by en- 
tering the gates of heaven. 


Rev. Bennett spoke of.the citi- 


zen from his character, influence, 
conduct and 
destiny. He said: 


"Riches are not a.barrier to heav- 
en, and povcry is not a password. 
Those in heaven come from pal- 
aces and hovels. Compare your- 
self with Jesus and see how crook- 
ed rf stick you arc. Do you real- 
ize how poor you nrc in a spiritual 
\\-ay? We are all mourners for 
the Christ Kingdom. I am mourn- 
ing over the last presidential elec- 
tion. 1 am in deeper mourning be-

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KEEP DOWN THE LID 


The insistent'demand of cities that they be provided with more 


revenues was heeded by the introduction of i bill in the house, pro- 
viding the tax limitation should not apply to interest obligations 
and sinking fund requirements. 


This can have no other result than rendering the one percent 


maximunVof taxation a vain and useless check upon municipal ex- 
travagance and exorbitant taxation. It may be admitted the miti- 
gating condition will be that it will furnish cities 
vi ith 
sufficient 


operating funds, whereas otherwise many of them would be cast into 
practical bankruptcy, and yet nothing specifically beneficial will be 
accomplished. The trouble with most cities nowadays 18 not that 
they did not have an entire sufficience of revenues, but that they 
spent too much. Giving them greater resources in the immediate 
present will have but one effect, the postponement of the day of 
reckoning. In time, of a truth at once, they will, be at the same old 
practice, spending mor£ than they take in. Why, we had just that 
experience with the one percent law. It was argued a reasonable 
limitation would bring out more property for taxation and public 
revenues would be increased. 
Whether any considerable amount' 


came out voluntarily 'there is no means of ascertaining, but the one. 
percent limit was seized upon as a pretext to increase valuations and 
assessment figures were swollen to a total that before was incon 
ccivable. Some idea of how much they were swollen maj be gained 
from the case of Portsmouth. In 1908,- the year before the one per 
cent limit was applied, the taxable valuation of the city was $3,216,- 


996. 
Last year it had risen to $34,963,830. The bulk of this gain 


was. made by increasing the assessment of realty, "there being few 
instances where lots are assessed below their 'actual value and many 
where they are assessed at more. Bat think of it, taxation values in- 
creased over 325 percent and yet Portsmouth is one of "the cities 
clamoring for relief," according to its officials. Still that is not all 
ihe harrowing story, not by a great deal. Portsmouth's rite of tax 
iitiou has not been kept within the one percent limitation, but 
through various extensions allowed, has been near forty percent 
above and her revenues from saloons largely increased meantime. 
Offsetting this we have the fact that the total city tax levy in 190S 
was $3.50 and in 1916 it was $1.50, a decrease of fifty-eight percent 
not to be too exact. Using the pencil we find a rate of $1.50 on $8 
216,996 will bring a revenue of $287,594.96, while a rate of $1.50 
on $34,963,830 will bring $524,457.45. From which we establish. 
that eight" years after the one percent limit was fixed Portsmouth 
paid an increase of $236,862.49, or eighty percent increase, again 
to be exact. 


' Does that offer any encouragement to the belief that if slie is 


given more revenue she will learn of her experience and economize 
and retrench ? vWe. for one, think not. The only way we see out 
of the dilemma is to begin right now and cut expenditures down to, 
the bone, so to speak, and keep them cut there until she learns 
the virtue of economy from having less money to spend, -instead of 
from being given more. Ami be it understood that we are not using 
Portsmouth ,as the exception, or a particularly horrizle example. 
Almost cvery'other city in the state is situated about as she is and' 
many a deal sight worse.
